Yir. Tawney was twice married and

Ten of these eleven chil- 
dren are living.

ney of Nebraska; Congressman James 
A. Tawney of Minnesota, Republican 
leader of "the House of Representati- 
ves at Washington, and one of the 
most influential members of Congress;

Elmer Tawney of Minnesota, and a 
married daughter, Emma, living in 
Lincoln, Neb.. His second wife, whose 
maiden name was Miss McKellip, of 
Taneytown, also survives him with 
ihe following children: William, John, 
Paul, Ella and Addie.

ROIIKKT H. THOMAS of Mechan- 


icsburg. well known to many citizens 
of Adams county, died on last Friday.

He was widely known as an editor. 
having founded the '•Valley Democrat" 
which later consolidated with the 
"Cumberland Valley Journal" and be- 
came a daily papc-r called the "Inde- 
pendent Journal." He became a promi- 
nent Granger 
and 
established 
the 


"Farmers' Friend and Grange Advo- 
cate." 
Impressed with the idea that 


there might be a better understanding 
between the farmers and the manufac- 
turers of the country, Colonel Thomas 
in 1874, originated and organized the 
Interstate Picnic Exhibition at Wil- 
liams' Grove. The original idea was 
to annually bring together those in- 
terested in the plan, with the view of 
cultivating acquaintanceship and con- 
sulting in regard to matters of mutu- 
al interest, thus combining business 
with 
pleasure. But 
it 
very 
soon 


spread beyond the limits originally 
marked out, and now every year reach- 
es the proportions of a national ex- 
hibition, with contributions and dele- 
gates from nearly every state in the 
Union, while lectures, speeches and 
various methods 
of diversion 
and 


amusement are introduced. 
In fact, 


it has become a vast agricultural and 
mechanical institute.

Decision Whether to Build 
and 


Where Will be Decided at an 


Early Special Meeting. 


The 
School Board of Gettysburg 


met on last Thursday evening at 
Meade 
High 
School building. The 


purpose of the meeting was to dis- 
cuss the situation about another school 
building. School Directors J. O. G. 
Weaner, J. Harry Holtzworth and J. 
Elmer Musselman. who with Prof. W. 
I. Book, had visited school buildings 
in Carlisle, Shippensburg and SteeJ- 
ton, 
reported verbally what they had 


seen. 


The seriousness of the present situ- 


ation was recognized and discussed. 
The question of additions to oue or 
both the present buildings was argu- 
ed and the opinion prevailed that the 
relief given thereby would be only tern 
porary, a matter of a few years and a 
new building would have to be erect- 
ed, and that the better economy 
would be to put the money into a new 
building now. 


The schools are overcrowded aow 


but at a very early date there will be 
a promotion of a whole school from 
High Street to the Meade building and 
what was to be done with the school 
was a problem. 


The conclusion of the discussion 


was a motion to build a new school 
ouilding but action on this was de- 
fei red until donie special meeting to 
be call eel by the secretary. 


While no definite plans have been 


agreed upon the drift of things would 
indicate that the ultimate conclusion 
will be to build a new school build- 
ing for the High School and then alter 
Meade building KO as to accommodate 
many more school rooms. The space 
in that building occupied by the High 
School it is thought, could be divided 
into such a number of school rooms 
as to relieve the present coagested 
condition and give room for growth. 


The matter of location has not been 


gone into. That will be a matter that 
will 
require careful 
consideration. 


While availability of situation ought 
to govern, yet it is hoped that cheap- 
ness of site v/ill not be the scare-crow 
so that any new building shall be 
poorly placed. Considering the situa- 
tion of the other buildings and the 
tov:n and the people to be accommo- 
-dai£dJ_aDjd^lrjaiiu. the .viejys of many_ 
citizens expressed, We conclusion lias 
been forced that the building belongs 
to the eastern end of town, and the 
'•onssnsus of opinion is that no more 
appropriate place could be had than 
(.he triangle between York and Han- 
over streets. The well located Meade 
building demonstrates that a building 
at the eastern end in a like position, 
would fill the bill and be admirably 
located for light, sunshine and venti-

at (iettyfl)urg the little town was rap- 
idly ill fed to its utmofl capacity with 
•haltered and sliot-toru men. All the 
cluirche?, school building, w a r e - 
houses-, halls aud public edifices were 
crowded with the wounded who lay iu 
louj: rows ou the Moors or on trestles 
hastily constructed with boards from 
adjacent lumber yards. They were in 
tailor shops, doctors' otlices, coach fac- 
tories, dismantled groceries, photog- 
raphers' rooms, print shops, smithies, 
everywhere. 


But there was a vant nverflow that 


was taken into private houses. Nearly 
every dwelling sheltered some of the 
sull'erers. Many had as high as fifteen 
or twenty of the heroes of the Army 
of the Potomac; some as many as forty 
or fifty. The kindness of the good 
people of Gettysburg, as far as their 
scanty means permitted, was inex- 
haustible. In all this noble work the 
women were foremost. 
Most of the 


tales of 


Woman's Devotion and Heroism 


during those dark days have passed 
into oblivion, as the angels of mercy 
themselves aud the recipients of their 
labors of love have alike passed through 
the shadowy valley. J hope in this 
and. 
perhaps, iu some other numbers 


to fiubalm the merits of a few out of 
the many, as far as iu me lies. 


In the 'borough of Luzerue. three 


miles from the bustling city of Wilkes- 
Barre. lives a quiet, unassuming man, 
of most gentlemanly deportment, one 
of the town's most prominent citizens. 
Hale and vigorous, so clear is his eye 
and so light is his step that, were it 
not for the button of the O. A. R. and 
the shield of the Veteran Legion which 
he wears, no one meeting him would 
suppose that he had tasted of war's 
stern realities, yet this man, 


George W. Engle 


by name, as a mere boy, upon whose 
cheek the down bad not yet appeared, 
entered the ranks of tbe nation's de- 
fenders and became a member of Color 
Company C of the 143d Pennsylvania, 
oae of the three Keystone.regiments 
forming Roy 8toue;s famed "Bucktail 
Brigade" at Gettysburg. 
An older 


brother was a lieutenant iu the same 
company. 


Let me pause for a moment iu my 


talk about Eugle and the patriotic wo- 
men or cfeiiyeourg ro tell you what 
those Bucktails did on that memorable 
July 1, 1863. The brigade took iu less 
than 1,200 men. Inside of live hours 
it had lost 852, of whom 84 were 
stretched stark in death ou the mead- 
ows and red shale ridges of the Mc- 
Pherson farm; 462 were wounded, 
many of whom subsequently died or 
were crippled for life, whilst 306 were 
iu the hands of the enemy, nearly all 
of these also being desperately wound- 
ed. 
Mr. Eiigle's Company C, less 


than hixty strong, lost rive killed, 
thirty niue wounded. 


The Gallant Roy Stone 


fell at the Head of bis brigade, fearfully 
wounded. 
Ju the loUth Regiment, 


Col. 
Langhorue YViSter, Lieutenant 


Colonel ijuidekoperand MajorCha-ub- 
erlain were all sorely wounded, as was 
Captain YViddis, who next took com- 
mand of tiie many times decimated 
hand. In the 149, Lieutenant Colonel 
Walton Uwight, in command, was 
wounded aud Captain Solicit!, who 
succeeded him, was killed. 


The Bucktails 


were the .Second Brigade of Double- 
day's division. Earl? iu the action 
•Stone took his men to a position ou the 
Chambersburg pike to the right of 
Wadsworth's sorely pressed heroes. !so 
effective was their work iu thwarting 
the various furious assault*5 of Hill's 
advancing legions that, presently, al 
tiie Coufedarate commanders iu that 
part of the field concentrated their full 
force <=u this little brigade. Forming 
in two lines parallel with the pike and 
at right angles* with Wadsworth's di- 
vision, they advanced in deure clouds 
f gray on Stone. 


He saw the coining storm and ad- 


vanced Dwighfs regiment U> the old 
railroad cut. parallel with the pike, at 
a dii-taiKt of some liftv yard:-. 
When 


the foe arrived at a fence, within piMol 
thot of the cut. Uie 14!«th boys gave 
them a withering lire. Dwighl's com- 
mand reloaded, and when the enciny 
reached the very brink of the'-ut, gave 
them a telling volley right in their 
face*. 


Then vaulting the bauk the I'eun- 


sylvanian*-. with wild thouls. gave 
the Confederates the bayouet as they 
t<roke i>ackward 
in dismay. 
The 


."^outherntT!-. however, succeeded in 
planting a i-atterv. ofl" to the weM, 
Wj]Jough}>y Ruu way, which enlilad- 
ed the cut and rendered it untenable : 
and the 14:»th was obliged to retire to 
the main line. 


Here was a single line of battle, of 


three skeleton regiments, in a weak 
position, with no defensive works, that 
was defying at lea«t live times its num- 
ber and that was obliged to form its 
regiments iu lines at right angle*- to 
each other, to face simultaneous at- 
tacks from both we$t and north. About 
this time Coionel Stone fell. Colonel 
Wister who succeeded in command 
soon went down with a bullet through 
both cheeks. Sti'l the Bucktail* st.>od 
unhesitatingly to the work of death. 


With fresh troops another Confeder- 


ate charge was made froru the north- 
west. The PenusylvauiauB were forc- 
ed to meet it and repulsed the foe cov- 
ering the ground with their dead 
Again the Southerners advanced, this 
time from the north, forming their 
alignment in the railroad cut aud com- 
ing on with the greatest care. Again 
they were disastrously routed by a 
bayonet charg" 


But a few brief moments and an at- 


tack was made from the west, but 
Huidekoper, upon whose regiment the 
first force of the attack fell, valiantly 
held his ground aud drove the toe, al- 
though theu suffering from a wound 
which cost him his right arm. 


Hut I cannot follow in detail the 


successive charges and repulses of five 
hours of fierce fighting. 
Amongst 


the wounded was the youth Eugle. 
His wounds being iu the arms aud 
body, he was able to walk and in some 
way (he knows not how; got as far 
back as .Seminary Ridge where, ful- 
some days, he was iu a building but a 
short distance from the little old 
fashioned stone dwelling that was 
General Lee's headquarters. Here lie 
must have been delerious from the 
fever of his wounds, for he had no 
knowledge of that 
terrific artillery 


duel of the third day when i50 pieces 
were served for two hours aud forty 
minutes as rapidly as phreu/.ied can- 
noneers could load and fire. 


When the Houtneru aruiy had re- 


treated he wandered in a dazed way | 
into tbe town, and iiually halted at i 
the hospital established at the Romau | 
Catholic church ou High street. There I 
were gruesome sights all around. The | 
sacred edifice was rilled with suffering 
humanity. Groans and shrieks, and | 
crys of agony rent the air. Ju the lit- 
tle yard of the church stood the am- 
putating tables; and the surgeons at 
them, bedrabbled with blood, were 
ceaseless in their work, whilst legs and 
arms deftly cut off were being thrown 
upon an ever increasing pile. 


The diffident boy stood back whilst 


none of the surgeons or attendants, all 
too few m number, seemed to mark 
his fragile frame or the lines of his 
face tense with suffering. 


Two girls came up to him. "Come 


with us," they said. "The people 
here are too busy. We can dress your 
wound. We have fixed up lots of the 
ooys and have a whole houseful now, 
just down here at the corner." 


"Yes, I'll come," said George. 
But the youth was too bashful to fol- 


low them and, in a few minutes they 
were back, chiding him for his false- 
hood. Again he made faithful prom- 
ises that he would come in a few mo- 
ments aud agaiu his diffidence over- 
came him. 


So the girls came back the third 


tinae, and this tiuce they simply took 
him, 
one on either side, and brought 


him with them to the cozy home of 


Solomon Powers 


whose crjinite yard, at the corner of 
Washington and High streets, was one 
of tiie features of the to-.vn. A great 
uucouth, elephantine min was Solo- 
mon Powers whose .clothes hunsr on 
him a« if most tinskillfully thrown in- 


I to their places with a pitchfork. 
; 
A product of the granite hills of 


I Yankee land was .So!. Powers and he 
. had a heart in him ten times larger 


j than his massive frame. 
Blunt of 


•speech, unmerciful iu his excoriation 
of all shams, hypocracies and false 


J pretences, it was the glory of his life 


I to pour balm upon sorrow and allevi- 


] ate suffering aud all of his larce family 
jof daughters had inherited the gift of 


i the Good Samaritan soul. 


Mr. Kngle promptly vtvtim! atten- 


tion Himilar to those that h:u: U'cn be. 
stowed upon the others and improved 
rapidly. Sometimes the house wa« 
Hubfgtantially eaten out of everything 
in the shape of edibles, for during a 
few days immediately following the 
battle all food was a scarce article iu 
Gettysburg 
and 
vicinity, 
but the 


Misne« Powers cheerfully prepared the 
last bite for the wounded men they 
had taken under their cure, aud then 
drew ration" from the government 
stores to keep out the wolf. 


Friendships, Tender and Lasting 


were ceiutted during the weeks that 
In!lowed between the men in blue and 
their volunteer miive.s. Li/./ieSween- 
ey, subsequently MTH. David Yount, 
of Washington, i). C . has long slept 
beneath the lilies that guarl their roots 
abo\e her grave iu beautiful, Kver- 
greeu cemetery on the slope of historic 
Cemetery Hill, but her mother is still 
living at a very great age, although, 
the last lime -Mr. Kngle visited her, 
she was -carcely able to recogni/ce him 
as the "little George" she had ouce 
wooed oack to life iu the Powers' 
house. 


Most of the Misses Powers, too, after 


tilling well their allotted places iu 
life's fevered march have gained an 
eternal rest. Several of them were de- 
voted wives and fond mothers, who 
reared families in whom they instilled 
the kindred lessons of piety and pa 
tnotism. The talented Miss Alice C. 
Powers, up to tiie time of her receut 
death, kept up t\ correspondence with 
Mr. Engle, and presumably with all 
the boys of that improvised hospital 
that had not passed into the shadow 
laud ; for never did the flag shield a 
more patriotic heart than was that of 
this gifted teacher. 
She was one of 


the leaders in the bevy of bright misses 
that crowded Washington street, Get- 
tysburg, June oO, 1863, to welcome, 
with garlauds of flowers and patriotic 
songs, John Buford's sturdy troopers 
riding to the field that their shotted 
cannon would start the next morn on 
the wiuirs of fame around the world. 
There Were Pathetic Scenes, Too, 
at the Powers house during its hospit- 
al period, for ouce and again the dark 
angel of death hovered over it. Two 
brothers were amongst the defenders of 
the flag gathered up by these devoted 
women—Egolf by name, John aud 
Will, members of the brave 14th of 
B r o o k l y n 
affectionately 
known 


through the Army of the Potomac as 
"Beecher'ri Bull Pups" and "the Red- 
legeed Devils of Brooklyn." 


One was nursed back to life ; and as 


the color agaiu mantled his wan cheek 
he saw his brother pass into the dark 
valley by that most awful and dreaded 
death of all the long catalogue of ills 
incident to army life, gangrene, which 
had supervened in his wounded limb 
with all the train of hideousness which 
the pen refuses to chronicle.

brings news that touches Iceland so 
closely as to make excitement. 
In 


fact the little island enjoys many of 
the advantages of civilization and 
avoids most of its drawbacks.—Chris- 
tian Advocate.
